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Welcome to Dorchester 

BID launches town ambassador scheme to help visitors

DORCHESTER BID have unveiled plans to attract shop¬ 
pers to the county town in the run up to Christmas using 
an ingenious method to help them access vacant car park¬ 
ing spaces. 

This trial project will run from 10th - 24th December, 
using “Town Ambassadors” to meet and greet visitors to 
the town centre, providing a friendly, welcoming face and 
a means to identifying available parking spaces. 

BID Director Phil Gordon said: “Dorchester BID aims 
to keep the town a vibrant place, encouraging more peo¬ 
ple to come and discover how much the town has to offer. 
And through promotion of the town and other initiatives 
we want to help boost trade during difficult times to keep 
the businesses and shops of Dorchester healthy.” 

Helping encourage people into the town is where the 
idea of Town Ambassadors comes in. 

Organisers are appealing for volunteers to come for¬ 
ward and give a couple of hours of their time to assist 
with this project. 

As well as using radios to monitor which town centre 
car parks have empty spaces, they will be available to 

advise on everything Dorchester has to offer from cof¬ 
fee shops and restaurants to shops and attractions. Ideally 
they are looking for four people a day from Monday to 
Saturday, two working from 9.30am - 11.30am, and two 
from 11.30am - 1.30pm covering the whole of the morn¬ 
ing period. One volunteer per shift will be based in 
Charles Street Car Park, whilst the other will be floating 
between the other car parks. 

They will also be able to keep in contact with West 
Dorset District Council car park staff to share information 
and ask for advice. 

Mr Gordon added: “We are looking for people with an 
outgoing personality, a passion for Dorchester, pride in 
our town and of course excellent local knowledge. 

“Initially we are looking for four people a day, but de¬ 
pending on volunteer interest this could be different peo¬ 
ple every day. 

“We want to give visitors to the town a really great ex¬ 
perience, encouraging them to return time and again. And 
a warm welcome and help with car parking will go a long 
way to creating this experience.” 

Although the BID are asking for volunteers, there is 
some funding available to reimburse “Ambassadors” for 
time spent on the initial trial project. 

If this trial period proves successful, the BID hope to 
encourage local authorities to develop the project further 
and offer some form of financial support.

WESTCOUNTRY born producer, songwriter and 
musician Chris Anderson has recently returned to 
his roots after taking a break from his glittering 
career in the music industry. 

Having grown up in Lyme Regis, studying A 
Level music and completing his piano grades at 
the Woodroffe School, Chris went on to work with 
the likes of Cher, Tina Turner and Kylie Minogue. 

After graduating from the Gateway School of 
Music Recording, Chris joined the team that was 
to become Metro, where in 1996 he worked on 
Cher's multi platinum award winning track'Be¬ 
lieve'. 

Chris went on to work with a host of stars and in 
2001 became one of the first recipients of the 
British Academy of Composers and Songwriters - 
'Universal'Chart Newcomers Award. 

In Europe Chris co-wrote and produced the 
debut single for 2002 Spanish 'Pop Idol' finalist 
Chenoa and in 2003 Chris had a song recorded by 
the winner of French 'Pop Idol'. 

In recent times Chris has been setting up inde¬ 
pendently, spending his time working between 
London and West Dorset. His most recent release 
was a track on the charity'Help for Heroes'single 
'We Will Remember Them'. 


■ WHO are the biggest artists you've worked with? 

The three biggest are Cher, Tina Turner and Lionel 
Richie. I’ve worked with a few other people as well. I 
played keyboards on an Enrique Iglesias track and I’ve 
worked with Belinda Carlisle and Kylie Minogue. 

■ WHO were the nicest to work with? 

Lionel Richie is really nice and down to earth. Kylie 
Minogue was really lovely as well. You tend to find the 
ones who have got the genuine talent are the nicest to 
work with, because they haven’t got anything to prove. 
The ones who come through the door from fame school 
who’ve got too little talent and too much confidence are 
the ones who are difficult. 

■ WHAT are the secrets to a perfect pop song? 

It’s got to have the standard pop song structure. It’s like 
the old saying goes, ‘Don’t bore us, get to the chorus’. 
Also it has to be melodic, something you can imagine the 
postman whistling, something people can latch on to. 
Lyrically, if someone can really relate to a song, even if 
you a misreading what the song is written about, that’s 
what makes a really strong song. 

■ ARE there any songwriters that inspire you? 



All the writers involved in Motown, Burt Bacharach, 
Lennon and McCartney. It’s not cool sometimes to say 
you like The Beatles but the bottom line is they were phe¬ 
nomenal writers and they did what they did and, no mat¬ 
ter what anyone else does, they can never change that. 


■ DO you thinkthe digital age has ruined the music 
industry? 

The industry is in a very bad state now because of all the 
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illegal downloads. Kids don’t see the value to music any¬ 
more. I’ve had a bit of a sabbatical recently but I think I 
got out at a time when the industry was starting to nose 
dive anyway. I’ve known so many people who used to 
make a living from writing and producing music and 
aren’t anymore. 

■ WHAT would be your top tip for getting into the 
music industry? 

Never sign anything without some legal representation. 
If you’re under the musician’s union, it doesn’t have to 
cost you a fortune to get. That’s first and foremost, be¬ 
cause it’s not until five years down the line when you’ve 
signed a contract and you’ve learnt a bit down the indus¬ 
try that you realise you’ve been stitched up. It happens a 
lot. 

■ WHAT do you make of TV talent shows? 

They are ok, but to a certain extent they are killing music 
and making it much harder for new songwriters, as if it 
isn’t hard enough already. Most of the shows are playing 
covers until you actually get the winner and they release 
an album, and even then they sometimes record songs 
from the old American songbook. 

■ WHAT'S the one pop song you wished you'd writ¬ 
ten? 

I play piano for weddings and events and I always ask 
people this question and they can never pinpoint one 
song. It’s tough because there are loads but one song that 
was very innovative at the time was “When Doves Cry” 
by Prince.

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District council to help get 
Olympic torch party started 


A SUM of £5,000 has been set aside from the district 
council’s Leisure Development Fund to help town and 
parish councils celebrate “The Torch Relay” when the 
Olympic Torch comes to West Dorset on July 12th and 
13th 2012. 

Town and parish councils in Puddletown, Dorch¬ 
ester, Winterbourne Abbas, Bridport, Chideock, Lyme 
Regis, Burton Bradstock, Abbotsbury, Portesham, 
Chickerell and Osmington can apply for the grant to 
help support community celebrations. 

The maximum grant that each town council can 
apply for is £550 while parish councils can apply for 


£400. 

Funding is only available for events on July 12th and 
13th 2012 to celebrate the progress of the Torch Relay 
through the community. 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert Gould 
said: “We expect many communities in West Dorset 
will want to celebrate the Torch Relay. 

“The district council is happy to be able to support 
this once in a lifetime celebration by giving money to 
the communities which are fortunate enough to have 
the iconic torch pass through their towns and 
parishes”. 


Applications must be submitted by March 1st 2012. 
Applicants will be notified of the decision in early 
April 2012.

Energy monitors make a difference - just ask Lorraine 


WHEN Lorraine Wong 
decided to borrow an elec¬ 
tricity monitor from a loan 
scheme run by Transition 
Town Dorchester, she had 
very little idea how much 
electricity she was using in 
her everyday life. 


Six months later, at the 
close of the scheme, the 
monitor has helped her to 
make behavioural changes 
that have saved her money, 
reduced her carbon foot¬ 
print and won her a prize 
for her efforts. 


Lorraine said: “The 
biggest surprise was how 
much energy my ceiling 
lights used as they are all 
halogen bulbs, so I de¬ 
cided to limit my use of 
these and use table lamps 
instead.”

She has made many 
other changes too, such as 
limiting the use of her 
tumble-drier, and washing 
clothes at a lower temper¬ 
ature. 

She said: “I leave noth¬ 
ing on standby, and now I 
only turn my router on 
when I am actually using 
my computer.” 

Transition Town Dorch¬ 
ester is a community-led 
response to climate change 
and shrinking supplies of 
cheap energy. The aim of 
the electricity monitor 
loan scheme was to help 
people to make a sustain¬ 
able reduction in their con¬ 
sumption of energy. 

Sixteen participants in 
this free scheme were able 
to see their electricity 
usage in real time using a 
monitor with a portable 
display which helped them 
to understand where en¬ 
ergy was being wasted in 


their homes. 

They were also invited to 
attend meetings where en¬ 
ergy saving advice was 
available, and everyone 
that gave feedback at the 
end of the scheme reported 
that they had made a sav¬ 
ing. 

The Transition Town 
welcomes anyone from 


Dorchester and surround¬ 
ing villages who would 
like to get involved. 

Informal meetings and 
shared meals provide a 
forum for discussion, and 
new project ideas are al¬ 
ways welcome.

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Letwin broke the law 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin broke the law when 
he dumped sensitive official documents in a park bin, a 
watchdog has found. 

The Information Commissioner Christopher Graham 
issued a stern warning to him. 

He told Mr Letwin that if he carelessly throws away 
letters in future he faces formal enforcement action. 

Mr Letwin has now signed a written commitment 
pledging to dispose of his files in a secure manner. 

Mr Graham said: “Constituents entrust their Member 
of Parliament with all sorts of personal information and 
should never expect the details of the concerns they've 
raised in confidence to end up in a park bin for anyone 
to see. 

“It is clear that Mr Letwin has learned from this inci¬ 
dent and we're pleased that he has co-operated fully. 

“It is fortunate that most of the information he dis¬ 
carded was not of a particularly sensitive nature and was 
therefore unlikely to cause substantial distress to his 
constituents.” 

A spokesman for the Cabinet office Minister said: “Mr 
Letwin has signed an undertaking with the Information 
Commissioner’s Office and will dispose of documents 
containing personal data in a secure manner. He has 
apologised to affected constituents.” 

But Mr Graham warned him not to dump any more 
sensitive documents. 

“If we receive any further reports or complaints about 
Mr Letwin’s conduct in this area then we will consider 
taking more formal action. 

“I’m sure this case will also prompt other MPs to re¬ 
view their handling of personal data to ensure they’re 
doing all they can to keep it secure.” 

Mr Letwin apologised last month after it emerged he 
had disposed of papers in a bin at St James's Park, near 
Downing Street, on five separate occasions. 

He was photographed by the Daily Mirror, which 
claimed he had dumped more than 100 papers dating 
from July 2010 to September 2011, including docu¬ 
ments containing constituents’ private details and five 
Intelligence and Security Committee (ISC) letters. 


Labour MPs immediately called for an investigation 
into whether Mr Letwin’s behaviour may have compro¬ 
mised national security. 

But the Cabinet Office said Sir Gus O'Donnell, the 
head of the civil service, had spoken to Mr Letwin about 
the claims and he had been given a “personal assurance” 
that this was not the case. 

“The cabinet secretary has looked into this and is con¬ 
tent that no classified government documents were dis¬ 
posed of in this way,” a spokeswoman for the 
department said. 

Mr Letwin said he had been used to dealing with cor¬ 
respondence in St James's Park early in the morning be¬ 
fore going to his office but maintained no sensitive 
documents had been involved. He has apologised to 
constituents who felt offended by his actions. 

No 10 has said Mr Letwin’s actions were “not sensi¬ 
ble” and he would not be repeating them.

Councillor James offi¬ 
cially opened a film night 
for Compassionate 
Dorset, the local sup¬ 
porter group for the lead¬ 
ing farm animal welfare 
charity Compassion in 
World Farming, and 
helped celebrate the 
group's second birthday 
by cutting a cake. 

The mayor has been a 
supporter of Compassion 
in World Farming for

We all get fed up with 
how long it takes govern¬ 
ments to change things 
around, but the power of 
the pound is a potent 
tool, which we should all 
put to good use.” 

The evening raised £70, 
which the group will use 
to fund more events 
throughout Dorset.

The interest rate on our non-saver 
loans is 26.8% APR which, given the flex¬ 
ibility of our loans policy, is very compet¬ 
itive with high street banks for this level 
of loan. But we would not be able to offer 
our members Christmas Club and other 
savings accounts and affordable loans 
without our dedicated team of volunteers. 

“Our Service Points are run and staffed 
by fully trained volunteers. Our loans of¬ 
ficers, board of directors, and supervisory 
committee are also volunteers, all of 
whom give up considerable amounts of 
their time for Credit Union members. I ex¬ 
tend my thanks to them for all their hard 
work throughout the year.”

Dorchester falls silent in

THE people of Dorchester turned out in their hundreds 
to pay homage to the fallen of two world wars and the 
many conflicts which have continued to take so many 
lives since. 

Veterans proudly displaying their medals on their chests 
stood side by side with serving personnel, representatives 
from organisations across the town, and many young peo¬ 
ple from schools, scouts, cubs, brownies, guides, and the 
St John Ambulance as time for quiet reflection and silent 
remembrance was very much a part of this Remembrance 
Sunday. 

For the second time in as many days the town fell silent 
at 11 o’clock, standards lowered, the occasional tear shed 
for those who never returned, each person alone with 
their own memories yet sharing them with so many oth¬ 
ers. Members of the town council, along with the Mayor 
of Dorchester, Councillor Tess James, removed their hats 
as the Last Post reverberated around the town centre and 
only the birds dared break this hallowed moment. 

Many wreaths were laid this Remembrance Sunday, 
from the Mayor herself to two young pupils from Darners 
First School. And as the area around the bottom of the 
War Memorial turned red with poppies and the words of 
the final hymn drifted upwards, the people of Dorchester 
had once again united in reverence for those who made, 
and continue to make, the supreme sacrifice for their free¬ 
dom and the freedom of others. 

Outside the Corn Exchange, the past joined the present, 
as the mayor of Dorchester and her fellow town council¬ 
lors took the salute as the Remembance Day parade 
passed by. 

Warm applause rang out from the crowds as veterans 
and servicemen marched past, heads held high. They 
were followed by young people from the many youth or¬ 
ganisations both in and around Dorchester who may not 
have lived through the great wars but are coming to un¬ 
derstand the implications of armed conflict through more 
recent campaigns in Iraq and Afghanistan. And as the 
numbers of World War II veterans continue to fall, it is 
these young people who will continue to uphold the tra¬ 
dition of Remembrance Day.

Remembrance Sunday may focus the at¬ 
tention, but we must never forget the 
eleventh hour of the eleventh day and take 
just a moment to stand silently in quiet 
contemplation.

OPERATION Christmas Child is 
the largest children’s Christmas 
project in the world, run by the 
Christian charity Samaritan’s 
Purse. 

Gift-filled shoeboxes have been 
sent to disadvantaged children 
round the world since 1990, bring¬ 
ing joy into the lives of over 80 
million across Africa, Central Asia, 
and Eastern Europe. 

And it has inspired millions of 
schoolchildren in the United King¬ 
dom with the joy of giving to chil¬ 
dren in these desperately 
impoverished places, areas such as 
Liberia and the Ukraine where the 
smallest of gifts can mean so 


much. 

All you have to do is fill the 
boxes, add £2.50 per box to assist 
with distribution costs, and the rest 
is done for you. 

The charity identifies areas 
where there is the greatest need, 
sends the boxes to their contacts in 
these areas, and they are handed 
out to the children in time for 
Christmas. 

Children from Sunninghill 
School in Dorchester collected an 
amazing 84 shoeboxes this year. 

Following the guidelines of toys, 
educational supplies, hygiene 
items, and other items such as 
sweets and small clothing includ¬ 


ing hats, they gathered up an im¬ 
pressive range of goods to bring a 
smile to the faces of children who 
may otherwise receive nothing on 
Christmas Day. 

Boxes were packed with tooth¬ 
paste, flannels, soap, soft toys, 
pens, pencils, rubbers, notebooks, 
puzzlebooks, small jigsaws, hats, 
gloves, and sweets, ready to be dis¬ 
tributed by the charity to those 
most in need of a little Christmas 
cheer. 

This is a simple idea, one that 
school-children enjoy putting to¬ 
gether at relatively little cost, and 
yet one that means so much to so 
many.

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English eccentricity brought to life with drama club monologues

PUT together in just seven 
weeks, Dorchester Drama 
Club staged a collection of 
Alan Bennett's timeless 
monologues, Talking 
Heads, and these amateur 
thespians tackled it with 
their usual professional¬ 
ism. 

All that is eccentric 
about the English has been 
quite brilliantly captured 
by Alan Bennett and was 


equally brilliantly por¬ 
trayed by those who took 
to the stage in the Corn 
Exchange and gave life to 
these at times bizarre and 
always somewhat comical, 
if not a little sad, charac¬ 
ters. 

And with four Dorch¬ 
ester Drama Club mem¬ 
bers - Anne Reeve, Trevor 


Williams, Peter Wheeler, 
and David Reeve - all 
adding their own touch to 
directing the production, 
this was an evening of pure 
entertainment, and enter¬ 
tainment at its very best. 

Trevor Williams was 
pure magic as the gentle, 
middle-aged Graham 
Whittaker, in a piece enti¬ 
tled A Chip in the Sugar. 

Carer to his demented 
mother, his life is thrown 
into confusion by the ap¬ 
pearance of an old flame of 
hers. 

Magnificently word-per¬ 
fect throughout, Trevor 
Williams handled this 30 
minute monolgue with its 
touches of humour quite 
superbly. 

The same can be said for 
Lee Stroud, A Lady of Let¬ 
ters, who as a single 
woman from a working 
class background con¬ 
stantly writes letters to all 
and sundry about society 
and its many problems. 

Amongst these is a letter 
to the Queen concerning 
dog mess on the pavement 
outside Buckingham 
Palace, and the appalling 
behaviour of workers 
smoking during a funeral 
service albeit in a desig¬ 
nated smoking area outside 
the crematorium.

Jonny White took to the 
stage in two short pieces. 
Telegram was just that, a 
joke telegram with more 
than a few innuendos, 
whilst T E Lawrence in¬ 
volved him careering 
around the stage talking 
about well, TE Lawrence. 

David Reeve took us 
quite delightfully through 
his thoughts on “Names”, 
contemplating old names 
and new and their place in 
society. 

Stephen Twinn was very 
cleverly cast as the retiring 
headmaster with a voice 
that at times raised the 
rafters of the Com Ex¬ 
change and made you 
want to sit up straight in 
your seats for fear of retri¬ 
bution. 


The cast was completed 
by Anne Reeve and 
“Sweary Alan Bennett”, 
complete with language 
that raised a few eyebrows 
as well as the odd wry 
smile. 

The final word, however, 
went to Trevor Williams 
with his brief appearance 
as a somewhat bizarre 
preacher in “Take a Pew.” 
Pure magic! 

Once again, this was 
Dorchester Drama Club at 
their very best, giving life 
to other people’s charac¬ 
ters as only they can do. 
Poignant, comical, eccen¬ 
tric, lonely, pompous, they 
ran the gauntlet of emo¬ 
tions and came out the 
other end quite magnifi¬ 
cently.

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MEMBERS of the Dorchester Stitchers with the wonderful work created for St Mary's Church 


THE expert fingers of the Dorchester 
Stitchers, a group of ladies with a fast¬ 
growing reputation for the superb quality 
of their workmanship, recently completed 
their latest piece of work commissioned by 
St Mary's Church in the county town. 

Beautifully designed and equally beauti¬ 
fully executed, these amazing items - a 
super frontal and frontal altar cloth, burse, 
stole, veil, gospel marker, and legilium 
hanging - are now on show in the church 
for visitors and church-goers alike to won¬ 
der at and admire. 

They were dedicated during a recent Eu¬ 
charist service by Canon Harold Stephens, 
watched by many of the proud Stitchers 
themselves. 

The commission to create these items for 
the church was given to the Dorchester 
Stitchers in 2010, the project to provide a 


modern design in white and gold forming 
part of the centenary celebrations of St 
Mary's. 

The summer of 2010 saw 14designs sub¬ 
mitted by interested stitchers, and a sub¬ 
committee selected six to put before the 
prish council. 

Three were subsequently chosen, and the 
nimble-fingered ladies then had the task of 
submitting more detailed ideas. 

Miniature alter frontals were made, and 
the successful design was that created by 
Alison Blacktop. 

Incredibly intricate, it featured abstract 
shapes, bringing to mind the rolling hills of 
Dorset, and each differently coloured sec¬ 
tion was united with an embroidered band 
decorated with a staggering one hundred 
Dorset Buttons. 

Rosemary Gameson, the inspiration be¬ 


hind the Dorchester Stitchers, cleverly ma¬ 
nipulated the rectangular design to suit 
the other church furnishings, all comple¬ 
menting one another perfectly. 

Work began in November 2010, the 
stitchers learning how to make their own 
Dorset Buttons. 

Practice embroidered pieces, each with 
an individual button, were made into 
bookmarks and sold to raise much needed 
funds for the Church. 

Cutting out and making up all the items 
was undertaken by 20 stitchers under the 
leadership of Rosemary and Alison. 

Starting in January 2011, the project was 
completed in September and carefully put 
in place a month later. 

This really is a staggering piece of needle- 
craft, a tribute to these amazing ladies.

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Record attendance for Society of Dorset Men dinner

“DORSET grabs you by 
the soul - a beautiful 
place with a great his¬ 
tory,” Councillor Angus 
Campbell, Leader of 
Dorset County Council, 
told the County Dinner 
of The Society of Dorset 
Men. 

“Some people come to 
Dorset to die, then forget 
what they came for,” he 
joked.

Held for the first time at

“The Queen was most 
pleased to receive your 
greetings and Her 
Majesty much appreci¬ 
ates your message to her. 

“The Queen sends best 
wishes to all present for a 
most pleasant and mem¬ 
orable event.” 

Sir Anthony Jolliffe 
GBE DL DSc DMus was 
president for an unparal¬ 
leled 27 years, the 
longest serving president 
in the society’s 107-year 
history. 

Chairman Stuart Adam 
paid fulsome tribute to 
Sir Anthony’s work for 
the Society: “It is widely 
thought that the fortunes 
and profile of the Society 
changed for the better 
when Sir Anthony be¬ 
came Lord Mayor of 
London in 1982 and we 
thank him most sincerely 
for all he has achieved 
for us.”

“I much enjoyed my 27 
years as your president 
and delighted that Baron 
Fellowes of West 
Stafford agreed to take 
on this vital role.” 

Pat Russell then pre¬ 
sented a bouquet to Lady 
Georgina Jolliffe. 

Honoured guests of the 
new president included 
Alan Frost DL FIA (HM 
High Sheriff of Dorset), 
Commander Mike Knott 
RN (Captain of HMS 
Portland), Captain 
Michael Fulford-Dobson 
RN CVO OBE KStJ JP 
DL (former Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant of Dorset) and 
Adrian Scott (former 
High Sheriff of Dorset). 

Guest speaker and 
Deputy President James 
Weld said the Welds 
came to Dorset in 1641, 
three and as half cen¬ 
turies ago. He talked of 
the history of Lulworth 
and the Weld family. 

“Dorset has so much to 
commend it,” he de¬ 


clared. 

Colonel David Hayes 
CBE, Colonel of the 
Gurkha Regiment, 
thanked Blandford Camp 
for being such a fantastic 
host to the Gurkha sig¬ 
nallers. 

He outlined many links 
between the Gurkhas and 
Dorset. 

Finally, he congratu¬ 
lated screenwriter Lord 
Fellowes on the “triumph 
of his inspired ITV series 
Downton Abbey.”

Joe Dunthorne for Open 
Book Festival appearance 

The "Submarine" writer talks to View 2 about his debut 
novel ' his latest book Wild Abandon and visiting Bridport 


HIGHLY acclaimed writer Joe Dunthorne will visit Bridport next week 
to read from his latest book and to introduce the feature film adapta¬ 
tion of his first novel. 

Joe shot to fame with his debut novel" Submarine ", which was long- 
listed for the Dylan Thomas Prize. The novel was made into a feature 
film after being adapted by comedian Richard Ayoade, best known 
for his role as Maurice Moss in The IT Crowd. 

The story is written for the point of view of the narrator, 14-year-old 
Oliver Tate, as he comes to terms with his parent's failing marriage. 

His latest book "Wild Abandon", set on a Welsh commune, has also 
been receiving rave reviews and looks set to be adapted into film once 
again. 

Joe will be at the Bridport Arts Centre next week as part of the Brid¬ 
port Open Book Festival, joined by acclaimed writer Greta Stoddart 
who will be reading her poetry. 

Joe spoke to the VIEW2 this week to discuss his arrival on the literary 
scene and revealed the surprising part Bridport had to play in the writ¬ 
ing of his first novel. 

AFTER the success of Submarine, did you feel under pressure 
when writing Wild Abandon? 

Before the film happened, Submarine hadn't been a runaway success, 
there was an audience but not a huge one. Then after the film came 
out it changed things and I suddenly felt that people were watching. 
I was lucky in a way because by the time the film had come out I was 
already halfway through Wild Abandon so I'd built up a head of steam 
and I knew what I wanted to do with it. I think if I'd not had any ideas, 
then I think I might have felt a bit frightened. 

YOU wrote in Oliver Tate's voice for quite a while before you 
actually wrote Submarine, did you find it hard to let go of him as 
a character? 

Yes it was really strange. It's a very immersive experience writing in 
the first person narrator and I almost didn't think I could write any 
other way. 

I started trying to write Wild Abandon in the first person but that did¬ 
n't workout, maybe partly because I felt this residue of Oliver. It was 
helpful for me to try the third person but it did take a long time for me 
to become comfortable with the new voice. I think that's quite a good 
sign, it bodes well if you find a characters voice swallowing you whole 
but you find it difficult in that transition period when you've 
metaphorically killed off one character and you're trying to resurrect 
a new one. 

DO you think Oliver is a character you may re-visit in the future? 

It's a possibility, I'm kind of reluctant because my rule for writing is I 
follow whatever I'm interested in and whatever I'm passionate about 
and whatever excites me. If it so happens that Oliver's voice gives me 
an idea again then I'll go back to it, but I suspect I will always be look¬ 
ing for new options. 

ON the face of it Wild Abandon appears very different to Subma¬ 


rine but a lot of the key themes are similar aren't they? 

It just happened that way. The story in Wild Abandon kind of pre¬ 
sented itself to me, it's loosely based on a friend of mines childhood, 
growing up in a commune in West Wales and so the story was there. I 
probably would have chosen not to have a family falling apart story 
but that's not the way things work, you have to take what story you're 
presented with. I really liked the story, I liked the idea, I liked the set¬ 
ting, so I kind of just had to go for it. It's funny, looking at the two 
books, it looks like that's my thing, that's what I care about, but it was 
chance. 

YOU visited many communes as research for your latest novel, 
what did you make of the lifestyle? 

I found you couldn't really generalise from one commune to another. 
Some were very appealing, nice and interesting and some of them felt 
very stuffy, deluded and strange. There were not really any set rules. 
There are religious ones, spiritual ones, non-denominational ones, self- 
sufficient ones. There really isn't a very strong pattern and that was 
one of things I had to come to terms with and try and get across, was 
that these places were a lot more nuanced than the stereotype that's 
being presented to us. 

BOTH your books have been set in Wales, did you make a con¬ 
scious decision to stick to your Welsh roots? 

I suppose it was both a conscious and a practical decision. You, like 
me, probably have an internal map of your childhood town engrained 
forever in your head, and it's just so much quicker to set the story 
somewhere you can imagine every lane, every path, every hill without 
having to go and do extensive research. 

WERE you worried about how your story would look when 
adapted to film? 

I quickly gave up on even the possibility that it would look like what 
it did in my head. I don't think any film adaptation will ever look reli¬ 
giously like what it does in the author's head. Once I had accepted that 
it was actually quite liberating, it became something very good but 
distinctive from the book in lots of ways. Actually it was quite a joy to 
watch someone elses version of the story. 

YOU are coming to Bridport next Tuesday, is this your first visit to 
the town? 

Actually not, I think it's possibly my second or third visit. When I was 
at university we came here on a creative writing retreat with the cre¬ 
ative writing society, when I was beginning to write Submarine in fact. 
I remember very clearly that the second chapter in Submarine was 
written in a little cottage near Bridport.

DIGITAL FIRST FOR DORSET 
AT OPEN BOOK FESTIVAL 


A NEW digital edition of The Waste Land, by the UK's 
favourite poetTS Eliot, is to be shown in public for 
the first time in Bridport. 

The Waste Land app for iPad will kick-start a debate 
- sponsored by Bridport-based Watershed PR - 
about The Future of the Word. 

The event on Saturday, November 19th is a coup 
for the new Bridport Open Book Festival, set up by 
Bridport Arts Centre to tie in with the famous Brid¬ 
port Prize and celebrate reading and writing. 

Faber & Faber's Head of Digital, Henry Volans, who 
published the app with Touch Press, said:'Though it 
has been presented at industry conferences in New 
York, London and Frankfurt, The Waste Land for iPad 
has never been shown at a public event. 

'So this is an exciting opportunity. Publishers 
spend much of their lives discussing the digital fu¬ 
ture of books but they rarely ask readers what they 
want. 

'Here's a rare chance to bridge that gap, to bring a 
pioneering digital book to a book festival and pro¬ 
voke debate around new ways of presenting litera¬ 
ture. Sceptics welcome!' 

The Waste Land app is much more than just an 
electronic book. It includes a specially-commis¬ 
sioned film of actor Fiona Shaw performing the 
poem, archive recordings by Alec Guinness, Ted 
Hughes and Eliot himself that are otherwise hard to 
find, a new reading by actor Viggo Mortenson, and 
numerous interviews with such luminaries as Nobel 
Prize winner Seamus Heaney, many of these filmed 
by the BBC. 

Jonathan Hudston said:'You have to admit it's a 
great itinerary - London, Frankfurt, New York, Brid¬ 
port. We just want to make sure that West Dorset 
doesn't miss out on the latest digital developments, 
because we know from our own experience that it's 


possible to do extraordinary things these days.' 

The Waste Land app has just been shortlisted for a 
2012 Interaction Award by the Interaction Design 
Association (IxDA) for Disrupting - Re-imagining 
completely an existing product or service by creat¬ 
ing new behaviors, usages or markets.The app is up 
against products including the Ford SmartGauge, 
Nike+ GPS and the Morgan Stanley Matrix. 

TS Eliot (1888-1965) is buried not far from Bridport 
at East Coker in Somerset. He was voted the nation's 
favourite poet in a BBC poll in 2009. The Waste Land, 
first published in 1922, is commonly regarded as the 
20th century's greatest poem.

Contextual data for reports on 
Commons debate on petrol prices 

RECENT RESEARCH from leading vehicle remarketing company, 
British Car Auctions (BCA), has illustrated the possible conse¬ 
quences of a continuing rise in fuel on UK motorists, as MPs today 
(15th November 2011) debate the issue in the House of Commons. 

The latest Used Car Market Report* from BCA included a survey 
of 4,000 motorists. This revealed that half of respondents felt that, 
at some point in time, the rising cost of fuel will force them to 
change to a more fuel-efficient car or alter their driving habits.

In other data included in the BCA Used Car Market Report it was 
revealed that the number of two-car households has fallen by 5% 
in the last 12 months.

The most successful man 
in motorsport history 



THE'SEBS' are ganging up on Michael Schu¬ 
macher. Not so long ago the all-conquering 
German's remarkable tally of records - these in¬ 
cluded an unprecedented seven world cham¬ 
pionship titles, 91 race victories, 76 fastest laps, 
68 pole positions plus 13 victories in one sea¬ 
son - all seemed invincible... but not any 
more. 

In Formula One fellow countryman Sebastian 
Vettel is making big in-roads into Schumacher's 
seemingly impregnable records while, on Sun¬ 
day, rally superstar Sebastien Loeb clinched an 
eighth straight FIA World Rally Championship 
title to become the most successful driver in 
motorsport history. The Frenchman's eighth 
world championship not only eclipses Schu¬ 
macher but also the achievements of motorcy¬ 
cle legend Valentino Rossi who also has seven 
world championship crowns to his name in 
MotoGP/500cc. 

"For sure I'm proud to become the most suc¬ 
cessful driver in motorsport and feel very 
happy," said 37-year-old Loeb who has 
amassed an unparalleled 67 wins from 151 
starts in the WRC. "We were equal until this 
week with Michael Schumacher who had 
seven - now we have eight. I don't really want 
to compare different branches of the sport but 
it's very special. I never thought I'd achieve this 
when I started my career." 

Having originally competed as one of France's 
top young gymnasts, Loeb switched to rallying 
in the mid-nineties and first came to interna¬ 
tional prominence when winning the Super 
1600 Drivers' Cup, the predecessor to the Jun¬ 
ior World Rally Championship in 2001. The fol¬ 
lowing year he joined the Citroen factory team 
and together with co-driver Daniel Elena 
scored a first WRC victory in Germany. After fin¬ 
ishing championship runner-up by just a single 
point in 2003, Loeb took his first world crown 
in 2004 and now has mounted seven success¬ 
ful title defences. 

The Frenchman's phenomenal dominance 
has cemented his reputation as one of the 
greatest names in sporting history and he says 
he has no intentions of lifting his foot off the 
throttle just yet. 


"I started rallying for passion and I feel the 
same sensation when I'm in the car. I still enjoy 
rallies - that's my main motivation. It will not 
change my life if it's seven titles, eight titles or 
nine. I enjoy the moment and like what I do," he 
explained. 

Having renewed his contract with Citroen, 
Loeb will be gunning for a ninth consecutive 
title when the 2012 FIA World Rally Champi¬ 
onship kicks off with the famous Monte Carlo 
Rally in January. And understandably the 
champion's confident of setting even more 
records. 

"We have won eight titles in a row and I can 
only have the goal to win another title next 
year," he remarked."There is no precise plan for 
the day I stop driving - at the moment the next 
goal is the next title. If I can make it 10 titles I 
hope I can but I don't know. I take everything 
year after year. For now my goal is next year; 
after that I will see." 

While Loeb will start 2012 as the man to beat, 
he faces increasing rivalry in the years ahead as 
the FIA World Rally Championship becomes 
more and more competitive. This year's title 
race went right down to the wire as Ford's 
Mikko Hirvonen mounted a major challenge 
and with factory MINI and VW teams gearing 
up for full scale attacks in 2012 and 2013 the 
opposition is set to become stronger and 
stronger.

NOSTALGIA won for me on Saturday last. Although with hind¬ 
sight, I would have had a more comfortable afternoon at 
Chard, I had to endure Honiton beating the Pirates Amateurs 
by no less than 58-10.

THIS game was as close as the score suggests, with the result 
in doubt until the 80th minute.

This one will be close, although I do tend to favour the visi¬ 
tors, the more especially as the home side find difficulty turn¬ 
ing pressure into points at the moment, and much will depend 
on the accuracy of Bamen's place kicking. 

Home side EAST DORSET will certainly not provide easy pick¬ 
ings for PUDDLETOWN for both sides have beaten bottom club 
Wincanton by similar margins this season, in the only form 
guide available. 

Having said that, while East Dorset enjoyed home advantage 
for their encounter, Puddletown had to travel to win. I think 
that this one will be close. 

As to the second sides, Bridport will prove too strong for 
Lytchett Minster who have won only once in the league this 
season, while Dorchester might just make home advantage tell 
after a tussle with visitors, New Milton. 

A win will not come easy for Weymouth at its Wimborne 
counterparts, while Weymouth thirds may well have a moun¬ 
tain to climb against top of the table Frome thirds, home ad¬ 
vantage notwithstanding.

Digger gives rivals jumping lesson 


AN AMAZING display of jumping was 
how Bob Buckler described Double 
Dizzy's performance at Cheltenham on 
Friday. 

The 10-year-old, although beaten into 
third place after turning for home in the 
lead, produced an exhilarating round of 
jumping in the Glenfarclas Cross Coun¬ 
try Chase over all but four miles that 
had jockey Andrew Glassonbury declar¬ 
ing "I've never ridden a horse that has 
jumped so perfectly all the way round. 
He was brilliant." 

The cross country course run on the 
inside of the normal Cheltenham course 
combines a mixture of 32 different types 
of obstacles from timber poles to 
ditches and banks and a replica of the 
Canal Turn fence at Aintree, and is a 
good test of a horses ability to jump dif¬ 
ferent types offences. 

Glassonbury had Digger, as he is af¬ 
fectionately called at home, always up 
near the front, and after jumping the 
third last took a two length lead. 

Eventual winner Uncle Junior and 
odds-on favourite Garde Champetre, 
who has won five times in his 11 races 
over this course, joined him in a row as 
they jumped the last, and they finally 
got the better of Buckler's horse as they 
ran up the hill to the finish. 

A delighted Buckler said: "What an 
amazing display of jumping! He didn't 
put a foot wrong and made ground 
over his rivals at every fence. 

"So good was his jumping that I had 
people who I have never met coming up 
to me over the Friday and Saturday at 
the course congratulating me and say¬ 


ing what a superb display of jumping it 
was. 

A little disappointed that he was 
beaten on the run in, Buckler added:" He 
was beaten by two good horses, but I've 
noticed before at Cheltenham that 
sometimes coming up the hill at the fin¬ 
ish he gets distracted; I don't know if it is 
the noise of the crowd. 

"He may well go over the cross coun¬ 
try course at Cheltenham in December 
and next March, and end his season at 
Punchestown in April. 

"He is rated at 110 and was racing 
against Garde Champetre with a rating 
of 156, and only getting 61b in that race, 
so a handicap race will give him a better 
chance. 

"In the meantime he will go back to 
hunting as he doesn't like normal train¬ 
ing methods and gets fed up, and I 
might try him in a 3V4 mile race at 
Fontwell which has plenty of sharp 
turns." 

There was disappointment however 
on Sunday when Sulpius was pulled up 
in the Ocasan - Not All Heroes Wear 
Capes Novices' Handicap Hurdle at 
Fontwell in which Buckler was expect¬ 
ing him to go close. 

"I can't understand it; he ran an ap¬ 
palling race and there appears no real 
reason for it. I was expecting him to go 
close but he was beaten a long way 
from home. 

"Admittedly the ground was horrible 
and only four of the ten finished, and 
maybe he doesn't act on real heavy 
ground. 

"There's nothing obvious as to why 


and we will run some blood test to 
check him out." 

Malin Head had his first run for more 
than 18 months in the 
racinglottery.co.uk Novices' Hurdle (Di¬ 
vision 2) at Exeter and finished a disap¬ 
pointing ninth. 

"He needed a run, but I didn't realise 
he needed that much," said Buckler. 
"Having not run for so long he is obvi¬ 
ously quite fat inside, as happens with 
any human or animal that hasn't exer¬ 
cised properly for so long. He jumped 
and trevelled well and the run will do 
him good, but we now need to work on 
him more." 

Johns Gift on the same card was also 
disappointing in the Standish Family 
Anniversary Handicap Chase where 
Buckler expected him to go quite close. 
As it was he made a couple of blunders, 
one very bad one which almost pitched 
jockey Andrew Thornton off and 
knocked the stuffing out of the horse. 

"He is usually a brilliantjumper, but he 
does have a tendency to look around 
and sometimes misses a fence out, so 
we might well experiment with blinkers 
or cheek pieces to keep him concen¬ 
trated." 

There is good news about Baron Sut¬ 
ton who it was thought might have 
strained a tendon on his debut at Win¬ 
canton recently that suggested he may 
be out for the season. 

Buckler reported that in fact there is 
no damage to the tendon, but he does 
have some superficial fluid around the 
joint which should only sideline him for 
a couple of weeks.

Simkin:'No limit to what Magpies can

DESPITE slightly below par per¬ 
formance in recent results, Dorch¬ 
ester Town caretaker manager Phil 
Simkin was upbeat after his side 
had gained a valuable 1-0 victory 
of lowly Hampton & Richmond 
Borough on Saturday courtesy of 
a last minute scrambled goal from 
Kyle Critchell. 

"I don't think there is a limit as to 
what these lads can do - they are 
getting more and more confident 
because on a day when there 
were times when we didn't play 
well, we've dug in and got a result; 
that's what good teams do." 

He added "The game was ex¬ 
actly as I thought it would be. 
They have bought a few players 
in, and are on the up having 
beaten Eastbourne Borough last 
week, and they were up for it. 

"It was a different type of game 
for us because it was one we were 


expected to win purely because of 
our positions but anyone that 
knows this league or football 
knows that there's such little dif¬ 
ference between the teams; its 
marginal most of the time; and to 
be fair to them and their manager 
they try to play. 

"I thought that at times both 
sides produced some really good 
passages of play. 

"I was impressed with them and 
the way they played and I'm sure 
if they carry on like that with a bit 
more luck they might get them¬ 
selves out of it." 

With Hampton making a con¬ 
certed effort to win the game in 
the final quarter of the match 
Simkin resisted the temptation to 


throw on fresh legs. 

"They were desperate for three 
points, and we had to dig in and 
defend which we showed we 
could, and the hardest decision I 
have had to make for a long time 
is not to make any substitution. I 
really didn't feel that at that time 
that was the right thing to do. 

"Had we not scored that win¬ 
ning goal I would have probably 
been slated for it, as it is it proved 
to be the right decision and that's 
how marginal football can be 
sometimes, but I think we de¬ 
served to win the game overall. 

"I sympathise with the lads that 
are not getting a lot of football at 
the moment but the particular 
group of players on the pitch have 


performed consistently and that's 
what it's all about. 

Whilst extolling the skills of the 
younger players in the team, 
Simkin was quick to praise the 
more experienced ones. 

"Critts (Nick Crittenden) has 
been phenomenal although he 
has done more than any of us has, 
or is likely to do in the game, he's 
a top professional and I can't 
speak highly enough of him" said 
Simkin. 

"Jem (Mark Jermyn) coming 
back has made a massive differ¬ 
ence 

"He's an organiser, a winner and 
well respected and has been a 
massive help to me since we've 
started doing this; they don't 
come any better; and Ashley 
Nicholls is getting better and bet¬ 
ter whilst Glees (Jamie Gleeson) 
will play through anything. 


"The senior players have been 
different class and as good as the 
young lads may be they need the 
older heads in there and having a 
settled side has also proved an ad¬ 
vantage. 

"I know the players are under 
pressure to do well for me, but I 
think we have found a style of 
playing that suit us and with the 
confidence building there's more 
to come I am convinced." 

On his chances of managing the 
club on a permanent basis he 
added: "Recent results will not 
have done my cause any harm, 
but I cannot really comment on 
anything else because I simply do 
not know any more. 

"In the meantime I will just con¬ 
tinue to get on with what I have 
been asked to do until I hear oth¬ 
erwise."
